TWO MORMAN "MISSIONARIES.' 


Difitributing Their Hand Bills In. This 


Section. 


A dispatch from Barrington says 


Much interest has been arou?eu in tlrs 
section by tbe presence of two Mormon 
elders who have been preaching the 
doctrines of their church in the various 
towns in this vicinity and attempting to 
gather converts to their faith. For two 
weeks they have been here, moving 
about from village to village, taking 
their meals 
with anyone charitable 


enough to feed them, sleeping where 
they can and preaching where the op- 
portunity presents itself. They have 
no difficulty in getting their living:, for 
the people of Barrington and surround 
ing towns are hospitable, and though 
the missionaries, an they style them- 
selves, pay nothing for food and lodg- 
ing, every night finds them comfortably 
housed. 


It is harder, however, for them to 


find places in which to preach. Lee, 
Barrington, Northwood, Strafford and 
the other towns about hero, are Christ- 
ian communities, and show hospital 
ity to strangers within their gates, but 
cannot conscientiously 
allow 
their 


churches and echoolbouses to be used 
for preaching the doctrines of a church 
known to countenance, if it does not 
advocate, certain practices which are 
regarded immoral by the so-called orth" 
odox Christians. For this reason the 
two elders have been obliged for the 
most part to hold their meetings in pri- 
vate bouses^uccasionally prevailing up- 
on the owners of some hall or lodge 
room to give them the UHO of it for an 
evening. 


Meetings which they have held have 


been well attended in most cases, cur- 
iosity being the motive which is given 
by those who go to hear them, but 
;hose who go to hour something sen^a- 
tioual aro invariably disappointed, lu 
public they say nothing about their pe 
culiar belief in regard to tha marriage 
tic, or ties, and their talk is much the 
some as that of any other minister. lu 
referring to tho Mormon roligiou thov 
eeem to b_e more desirous of creating 
u good impression of thoir church than 
of'tn'aloKg converts. 


lu. piivate conversation it is different. 


They are both good talkers, argue con- 
vincingly, and are said to have madw a 
'ew converts, although only one person 
could ba found vsho would admit betrg 
"nfluenced by their reasoning. 


They take no collections at thoir meet- 


ings, curry no money and rely upon 
tho charity of those with whom they 
iome in contact for the necessaries 
pflife.

Washington, 
Aug. 13.—American 


manufacturers made their best export 
record In the fiscal year just ended. 
Not only were their exportatious larger 
than in any preceding year, but for 
the second time in the history of our 
foreign commerce they exceeded the 
vnlue of tbe imports of manufac- 
tures. In'the fiscal year 1898, for the 
urst time in the history of the manu- 
facturing export trade, the exportation 
of manufactures exceeded the the Im- 
portation of manufactures, the total 
value of exports of manufactures being 
about 25 per cent, in excess of that of 
Imports of manufactures. In the fiscal 
year 189!), however, despite the in- 
crease of in Imports of manufactures, 
the total exportation of manufactures 
was SO per cent, greater than tbe im- 
portation of manufacttires, being $338,- 
«07,794, against $259,570,203 of imports 
of manufactures. 


Prior to the fiscal year 188, imports 


of manufacture were also greater than 
exports of inanufaturen. From 1888 to 
1897 
imports of manufacture ranged 


from $1.000.000 a day, with the single 
exception of 1804. During all that time 
I he exportation of manufactures was 
Readily increasing. »t> that in 1897 
they amounted to $277,000.000 against 
f 130.000.000 In 1H8R, having thus more 
than doubled In that period. In 1898 
they wene S2!>0,«9",:i")4, and in the year 
just ended, as already indicated, $:t3S,- 
0(>7,794. It was not until 1808 that 
through the combined reduction of im- 
ports and increa.se qt exports the tide 
turned in favor of American manufac- 
lurers, nnd In that year the total ex- 
ports ofm anufactures were, for the 
first time, greater thant he Imports, be- 
ing .1(290,097,354. against $230,897.070. 
In the fiscal year 1898 the exports of 
manufactures exceeded the 
imports 


$.19,799,.<578. and in 1809 the excess 
was $79, 007,501. 


Imports of manufactures in 1899 


were nearly $200,000,000 more than In 
1f,90, while exports of manufactures 
weren early $200,000,000 more than In 
1890.

How Whalebone Is Secured. 


A curious industry, at least to the 


uninitiated, 
is that 
pertaining to 


whalebone, from its original or crude 
form to that of its many triplications, 
useful and artistic. Most of this arti- 
cle is lauded at Sau Francisco and 
shipped Eastward to be distributed at 
the various centers. Before leaving 
the Pacific coast the bone is split, sort- 
ed according to color, and tied up in 
bundles: after splitting the pieces are 
termed "stalks" or slabs," are from 
three to twelve feet in length when 
ready for shipireut, and weigh from 
live to twenty-live pounds each. When 
received by the manufacturer each 
slab is fringed with strong glossy 
black hair; this has a separate value 
of its own, anu is used for certain fur- 
niture manufactures, nnrt is also mixed 
with horse hair in brushes. On the 
hair being removed the slabs are 
scrubbed vigorously and then put to 
soak in water for about a week; when 
sufficiently softened they are subjected 
to the action of steam in strong recep- 
tacles of special design, being thus 
ready to be split into "shell" or ''grain'1 
bom*, and filially cut into stays, whip* 
etocks, etc.

. Their Possessions By. the Terrible - 


Hurricane. 


Bodies of Men, Women and Chil- 


dren Float Through the Streets In 
the Rushing Torrents — Cisterns 
Flooded -With Salt Water— The 
Situation Appullug. 
Ponce, Porto Rico, Aug. 13.— It Is 


now plain that Ponce was the great- 
est sufferer by the destructive hurri- 
cane. The rivers 1'ortugues uuu Canoe 
flowed through 
the city, drowulug 


thousands of people. 


Five hundred bodies have already 


been recovered. 


An eye witness, who was on the top 


of a large stone building hi the Alain- 
bra 1'laza saw the bodies of men, wom- 
en and children floating in the water 
in the streets. Every one was para- 
lyzed with fear and unable to render 
miy assistance. The Southern coast 
was swept clean as far as Yauco, eigh- 
teen miles. The towns of Tallaboa 
and Juan Diaz were destroyed. Only 
the large church edifice* are lett stand- 
nig. 


There is not a drop of water In Ponce 


to tfrtuk. The cisterns are full of salt 
water from the ocean, and the stench 
aribiug from the dead bodies is dread- 
ful. 


(Jamlaloupe suffered more than any 


other Island except Porto Hleo. 
The 


large vessels in the harbor generally 
managed to beat out to sea, and wheth- 
er they foundered there or rode out 
the storm in safety IK not yet known. 
The steamship fliroudelle -\\i\s unable 
to get clear and was blown upon the 
beach, where slu> remained. The Ale- 
yon, running before 1be storm, had her 
poop dock mushed and narrowly es- 
caped foundering 


The eastern islands received the blow 


without warning. At almost the same 
hour Point a Pitre, St. Louis, Marie 
(Jalante and Salutes Toittires were 
smitten. Of these only Point a Pitre 
remains in coniuniraUou with the rest 
of the world. The other towns may 
have been blown Hat That they have 
HiifltT<'d wNoroly is absolutely certain. 
Fortunately the centre of the storm 
passed to northward of Martinique, 
else the talo of death would have been 
much longer. 


The storm descended with terrific 


f-trddt'iiiu'ss. 
A tidal wave rushed up 


the bay, wrecking wharves, capsizing 
small boats and Hooding the bench. 
This wave wa.s followed by others of 
even gi eater size, while the wind, with 
a velocity of more than SO miles mi 
hour, unroofed houses and (Hied the 
air with flylu debris that killed many. 


Secretary Root Appeals for Aid. 
Washington, Aug. IS.— Tim follow- 


ing telegram lias been sent out by Sec- 
rotary Root to tlie Mayors of all cities 
of 1 00,000 Inhabitants or more: 


"August 11. 


"The Governor General of Porto Rico 


continues the report thai upon the 8th 
inst. a hurricane swept over that isl- 
«md. entirely demolishing many of the 
towns, destroying many lives and re- 
ducing, so far ns can estimate, not less 
than 1(10,000 of the inhabitants to the 
condition of absolute destitution, with- 
out homes or food. Unless immediate 
and effective relief is given, these un- 
fortunate people will perish of famine. 
"tinder those conditions the Presi- 


dent deems that an appeal should be 
made to the humanity of the American 
people. It is an appeal to their patriot- 
ism also, for the inhabitants of Porto 
Klco have freely and gladly submitted 
themselves to the guardianship of the 
Tnited States and have voluntarily 
surrendered the protection of Spain, to 
Avhicli they were formerly entitled, con- 
fidently relying upon more generous 
said beneficient treatment at our hands. 
The highest consideration of honor and 
good faith unite with the promptings 
of 
humanity to require from 
the 


"United States a generous response to 
the demand of Porto Ricau distress. 


This department lias directed the im- 


mediate distribution of rations to the 
puffpiers by the army of Porto Rico, 
so far as it is within the power of the 
Executive; but in the absence of any 
appropriation we must rely largely up- 
on private contributions. 


"I beg that you will call upon the 


public-spirited and humane people of 
your city to take active and immediate 
measures in this exigency. The Gov- 
ernment transport McPherson will be 
sent directly from the port of New 
York to Porto Rico on Monday, the 
14,th Inst, to carry all supplies o'f food 
which can be obtained. Further trans- 
ports will be sent at future dates, of 
which public notice will be given. 


"Any committee charged with the 


raising of funds will receive full in- 
lormation and advice upon communi- 
cating with this department 


"ELIHU ROOT, 
Secretary of War."

Tlu» plan presented by Gen. Garcia Is 


to organize several regiments from 
among the soldiers who fought for 
Cuban Independence into a force which 
shall constitute a national guard and 
at the same time perform duties sim- 
ilar to those of the gendarmes of 
Europe. lie thinks the force could be 
utilized to maintain order and to re- 
lieve many of the American soldiers 
now employed there. It could be class- 
ed as a part of the auxiliary force 
authorized by the last session of con- 
gress, but the intention is that it have 
Cuban otticen* and be paid out of the 
Cuban revenue. 


So far as he has been able to present 


the plan to officials in this city, Gen. 
Garcia says he has received encourage- 
ment. 


Grounded In the Night. 


, New Brunswick, N, J., Aug. 13.—One 
hundred ami fifty members of the 
Washington Club reached here on trol- 
ley cars after an exciting experience, 
the sequel to a moonlight excursion.

Dr. J. C. Leonard is missing. Some 


say 
that ho has left his 
bleaching 


bones on the mountain-side, as he 
himself 
predicted; some say, 
"Doc 


Leonard? Not much! 
Can't kill him 


so easily." All agree that Dr. Leonard 
Is the strangest combination of denttet, 
tramp, paleontologist and queer char- 
acter that ever befriended a great uni- 
versity. 


Dr. 
Leonard 
first 
made 
himself 


known to the University of Michigan 
by inquiring casually of 
Harrison 


Soule, its treasurer, through a letter, 
whether the college had any use for 
relics and 6peclni(.ns in its museums. 
Now, 
the University of Michigan is a 


great 
and 
valuable 
institution of 


learning—one of the greatest in the 
country, but it has not millions of 
endowment, like Yale and 
Harvard. 


Major Soule has no money to waste 
on. specimens he hasn't seen, and he 
Bo replied, m more diplomatic phrase, 
of 
course. The university has 
no 


fund, he said, to pay for such articles. 
Next Major 
Soule received a postal 


card couched in rather less diplomatic 
phrase than his own, thus: 


"So you can't pay the ex-pense, eh? 


Then go to the devil! I'll pay it my- 
self. My rope is nearly run, and some 
day I'll turn up missing, and a few 
years later a few bleached bones will 
be found among the crags up in the 
mountains. I want to be remembered 
somewhere on God's green earth, so 
kindly accept my gitts, and some day, 
old 
ciib, perhaps we'll meet. J. C. 


Leonard." 


Pretty soon Major Soule began to re- 


ceive things, 
expanses 
paid, a huge 


900-pound cinnamon bear, stuffed, the 
largest ever killed; an antelope, and 
rare mining specimens. The collection 
grew constantly. U now tills two cases 
in the museum an»l is considered very 
valuable. 
There are Indian relics, 


shields, axes, bovv»! and arrows, blan- 
kets, tepees and minerals of every sort 
known in the West. 


Most pathetic of all is a lockless gun 


—an old Mississippi rifle with a ham- 
mered barrel four feet long—a relic of 
the saddest tragedy of the plains, the 
massacre of Laraoile Creek. It was the 
gun belonging to 
the 
young fellow 


who 
was butchered by the Indians. 


His sweetheart had stabbed herself to 
the heart under a wagon not far away, 
and he, wounded fatally, hid himself 
to die in the bushes, first wrenching off 
the locks and sights of Ins rifle that 
the Indians might not use it, says the 
Chicago Times-Herald. The gun was 
found many years later by Dr. Leon- 
ard and sent to the museum. 


Dr. 
Leonard and Treasurer Soule 


have never met, but they have struck 
up quite a, friendship 
by correspon- 


dence. Sometimes Di. Leonard does a 
trip as a dentist, 
presumably to re- 


plenish his lunds. On one such trip 
he wrote to Major Soule: 


"I travel along with two mules, a 


cart, my dog, a gim, and my tooth pull- 
ers, all alone. 1 manage to stay in 
each town long enough to pull a couple 
of barrels of teeth and dicker for some 
new specimens for the collection, and 
then move on." 


At another time he wrote to Major 


Soule for his portrait. 
On receiving 


it he returned his own, with a letter 
as follows: "You look about the same 
kind of a sardine as I am. I send a 
picture of my triend." The last time 
Dr. Leonard was heard from was in 
the fall of 1898. He was starting up- 
on an expedition through the clesoit 
regions of Arizona to investigate the 
remains of cliff dwellers there and in 
old Mexico. He lias never been heard 
from since. 


^CORWIN DISCONCERTED 


Impression Is That lie Was Never 


Bested By tin Antagonist. 


"The general Impression is," suid the 


Professor, "that Corwin was never dis- 
concerted by any antagonist. 
But 


there was an old f-tory current i-n Cen- 
tral Ohio thirty-five or forty years ago. 
showing the contrary. Soon after An- 
tioch Collego, at Yellow Springs, began 
to achieve a reputation under Horace 
Mann, there was an outbreak among 
the students. In attempting to quiet 
the disturbance one of the professors 
was roughly handled. The professor 
Insisted that the ring-leader in the 
hazing frolic threatened him with a 
heavy cane, and finally struck him.

Some of Them Show Characteristics 


That Are Almost Human—They 
Huve Leaders, uud In Their Battles 
Show Fine Military Tactics. 
William Jameson Reid, who spent sev- 


eral years in exploring' China and 
Thibet, gives the following account of 
the wi ' horses of Thibet in his book 
'Through Unexplored Asia," which, is 
to be issued shortly? 


W1U horses, called by the Sifanese 


Dzerlikadu, are very numerous in the 
country to the eastward of Sukulat at 
the base of the mountain ranges. They 
are generally in large herds, very shy, 
and when frightened continue 
their 


flight for days. 
They are never hunt- 


ed, owing to the 
difficulties 
of 
the 


chase, but are captured by strong noos- 
es attached to sunken stakes, distribu- 
ted in the districts which they 
are 


known to frequent, in this manner in- 
suring their capture without injury. 
These horses usually roam 
over the 


country in groups of fifty to a hundred. 
Each lot of mares is led by a stallion, 
the size of whose family depends on 
his age, strength and courage, his in- 
dividual qualities Keeping his herd to- 
gether. Over this he maintains 
the 


most strict watchfulness, for if he de- 
scries intruders from other herds 
in 


his ranks he rushes to the encounter 
and tries in every way by biting and 
kicking to drive them off. During the 
breeding season the males are excep- 
tionally aggressive, 
and 
encounters 


among themselves, and even attacks 
on human beings, are of frequent oc- 
currence, 


We rode for some hours, until we had 


reached a spot whence we could over- 
look the plain where we were inform- 
ed the astonishing wonders of which 
we had been told might be performed. 
Suddenly upon the night air resounded 
a blood-curdling neigh, as clear as a 
bugle call; and immediately the herd 
stopped feeding, and stood with heads 
erect, as a mighty army at the call of 
its leader. Another prolonged neigh, 
pitched in a somewhat higher key. and 
like a whirlwind, the whole herd bolt- 
ed up the valley, as orderly sfnd regu- 
larly as the finest disciplined army, 
with +he three or four who seemed to 
be the leaders symmetrically arranged 
ahead of the main body, and flanking 
and rear detachments posted with stu- 
dious exactness. 


"On reaching the head of the plain 


once more they caine to 
a halt and 


grazing was resumed. Our attention 
had been so drawn in following the ac- 
tion of this herd that we had not no- 
ticed that another fully as large had 
come from far dov\ n the valley and had 
installed themselves on the 
feeding 


grounds just vacated. 
The scene in 


front was now all-engaging; cold and 
fatlrue were alike forgotten in the en- 
thralling interest of the moment. 
For 


half an hour both herds cropped the 
short grass in silence, when a shrill 
neigh from the group nearest to us 
attracted our attention In their direc- 
tion. 
They had all stopped feeding, 


and stood restless and fearful as if 
detecting the approach of some terrible 
enemy. Suddenly from out the com- 
pactly gathered mass sprang a gigantic 
stallion, who. after pawing the earth 
and meanwhile neighing fiercely, pro- 
ceeded at a gallop a full half mile up 
the valley, stopping every few hundred 
feet to repeat his bellicose neighing. 
Following his movements we now saw 
that another animal 
was 
galloping 


down in a similar manner from the 
other herd, doubtless to accept 
the 


challenge. The newcomer was a mag- 
nificent snow-white, and, with the clear 
light of the moon shining upon him, he 
presented a gigantic appearance when 
contrasted with his smaller antagonist. 
When within a quarter of a mile of 
each other the two beasts came to an- 
other halt and stood facing their re- 
spective herds, pawing the ground and 
neighing fiercely, bending their shape- 
ly necks much in the manner of two 
actors in sword combat making the 
preliminary flourish previous to deadly 
action. 


"This overture lasted for fully fif- 


teen minutes, when with startling sud- 
denness both animals leaped around 
and rushed at each other with th« ve- 
locity of well-aimed projectiles.

SPEAKER HEED RETURNS. 


Keeps His Own Counsel and Declines 


to Talk On Politics. 


Hon. Thomas B. Heed, speaker of thl 


House of Representatives, accompanied 
by his wife and 
daughter, passed 


through this city on the Bar Harbor 
express, Sunday forenoon, 
for his 


home in. Portland, Me. They reached 
New York from Europe on Saturday 
und arrived in Bostoii.Suturday evening, 
remaining at Hotel Touraine until Sun- 
day morning. During the ten minutes' 
atay at this station Mr. Keed came out 
of the cars and walked up and down the 
station and was recognized and cordial 
ly greeted by several persons. He pre- 
sented tbe picture of health andevident- 
iy had enjoyed his trip abroad. 


To a reporter who suggested to Mr. 


Reed that bis return at this time was in- 
;erpreted by many persons to mean that 
la had come back to look after his 
fences with a view to again running for 
congress, he said that it was the intense 
heat of London which had hastened his 
return. 


The speaker was asked to deny a re- 


port which he TV as assured came from a 
credible source, to the effect that Gen. 
David B. Henderson of Iowa,who since 
t was announced that Mr. Reed intended 
,0 retire from congress has been gen- 
erally regarded as the man almost snre 
;o succeed him, had written to Mr. Keed 
with reference to the make-up of the 
ommittees of the next congress, and 
that tho latter had failed to reply to it. 
The speaker looked wise at this, and no 
end of querying in almost every form 
imaginable would elicit a definite state- 
ment on this matter. 


It was also pointed out to him that 


;his report is regarded as well founded, 
and that it is taken as significant of an 
intention on his part to again be a can- 
didate for congress from his old district, 
but bo heeded not the invitation thus 
iield out to make a statement of his ex- 
act position. 


On the whole Speaker Reed is evident- 


ly keeping his own counsel these days, 
and while rumors are flying thick and 
fast he is not disposed either to affirm 
or deny any of them, however well 
founded they appear to be. 


As to politics generally and incidents 


which have attracted public attention 
during his sojourn abioad, he professed 
only a meagre knowledge, and eaid he 
could hardly be expected to discuss 
them until ho had been more fully in- 
formed. 


The only subject at all upon which 


the speaker would talk- pertains to his 
health. As to that he said he never felt 
better, and expressed the belief that the 
trip had done him a world of good. "I 
have secured what I sought after," he 
said, "namely, rest and recreation, atd 
no^v I am ready for business." 


Mr, Reed certainly^did look all that 


he claimed for himself. With a liberal 
coat ot tan, a bright eye and a firm step, 
he impressed one as full of vigor anl 
not at all lacking in good nature.
